Balances Outstanding represent the amoumts owing on all finance agreements entered into prior 
fo the end of the relevant poriod. The inclusion, in "Balances Outstanding", of unmatured 
hares, interest and insurance differs between types of finance agreements as well as between 
Finance Companies. As a result, separate details of balances outstanding are shown for those 
ontracts where such charges are included and for those contracts where they are excluded. 


ollections and Other Liquidations of Balances cover cash collections of capital repayments, 
jring charges, interest and insurance end also other liquidations such as bad debts written 
bff, rebates for early payouts and proceeds of repossessions. For reasons stated above, 
separate details of collections and other liquidations are given for contracts recorded 
including charges, etc., and contracts recorded excluding charges, etc.
